The practical man is exactly 
what we donot wantin high gov- 
ernment positions. The practical 
man sees only what is immediate- 
ly before him. The practical man 
rarely can see beyond demands of 
today. Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover were practical men. Of 
them all, Harding was the most 
practical. “Normalicy” was the 
watchword given him by the 
practical men who chose him in 
the smoke-filled room. 


He saw the League of Nations 
as unpractical and visionary. 
He originally was committed to 
it, yet he deserted it because it 
was practical to do so. All the 
loans to European nations meant 
to the enormously practical Cal- 
vin Coolidge was that “they 
hired the money, didn’t they?” 
All over America the practical 
slapped their thighs and laughed 
in delight at that, hailing it as a 
bon mot of purest ray serene. 


Blindness 


Even as they laughed, the 
economy of Europe was cracking 
as the nations, new and old, 
tried to exist on loans from us, 
lent even as we paradoxically 
built tariff walls higher and 
higher so they could sell noth- 
ing. Out of that were born the 
nationalisms and the restrictions 
on trade which brought the 
world crashing down in the great 
panic of the thirties. Out of that 
“practical” policy came Hitler 
and Mussolini. Had we not had 
practical men; had we been able 
to elect men with the vision of 
the impractical college  presi- 
dent, Woodrow Wilson, we might 
have missed that panic and the 
second world war. It is necessary 
to be practical in a business office 
or a counting room. 

But God deliver us from prac- 
tical shortsighted men in time 
of high crisis and decision. 

A nation and a government 
must look ahead for years. Only 
the most optimistic think we 
will settle this present world 
crisis in this generation. We need 
men of vision who will at least 
try to see into the years anead.

Granted $15 Monthly Raise 


Board Also Airs Cases 
Of Arrested Recipients 


Fulton County's 139 welfare workers were granted raises totaling more than $25,000 
annually Thursday by the Welfare Board, which also moved to stop relief, payments to 


persons repedtedly arrested. 

The $15 monthly increase for all 
personnel came on the heels of 
another action which upped the 
department's salary scale to the 
State's minimum level. This gave 
32 employes additional hikes 
ranging up to $20, 

The salary action was taken 
after a report by the three-mem- 
ber personnel committee showed 
welfare workers lagging behind in 
comparable wage paid by private 
charitable agencies. Also cited was 
the increased cost of living. 

The board rejected a second 
time, three-to-two, a proposal by 
Charles Mathias that by-laws be 
adopted to govern their sessions, 
and to put in writing established 
policies of the Board. Mathias 
called attention to a recent Grand 


Jury support of the move. Walter 


R: Thomas supported the reso- 
lution. 


Albert Gossett put through a 
motion that Atlanta and Fulton 
County Police departments be re- 
quested to list all arrests with the 
Social Service Index in order 
that they may be used by welfare 
workers in considering relief 
eligibility. He also urged clearing 
relief rolls of such persons in 
order that consideration could be 
given more deserving cases. 

County Welfare Director Harold 
Parker said such abuses were not 
widespread among relief recipients 
but they did exist.

in great sincerity about the problem of? 


liquor licenses. His talk grew out of an 
editorial of Tuesday. 


In an early edition, due to an error in 
dictation, it was said the Grand Jury 
might inquire into what licenses were held 
by relatives of commissioners and coun- 
cilmen. While that is certainly a proper 
field of inquiry in any city, State or county, 
and should be welcomed, we were making 
no charges as to relatives of officials. 


What we were saying, and did say as 
soon as the error was corrected, was that 
the Grand Jury might properly look into 
the holding of liquor licenses by persons in 
the same family. For example, it is com- 
mon talk tnat members of one family, 
brothers, a father, or father-in-law, and an 
uncle may hold licenses. We commented 
that if this be legal, it is not healthy. We 
also urged that licenses not be granted in 
residential sections. 

The commissioner agrees. 

According to him, what is happening 
is that holders of licenses are seeking to 
keep down competition. When they can 
do so they will try to put one of their 
own family into business. In one section 
of the city, he declares, holders of licenses 
are politically powerful enough to keep 
out competitors. 

The political pressures, he says, are 
tremendous. 

We are sure of that. 

It occurs to us the’ Grand Jury could 
do all concerned a favor. It could ask the 
licensing committees to list the family

The Hour Grows 


Late in Europe 


If France and Britain persist in their 
refusal to allow West Germany to rearm, 
where are the troops coming from to de- 
fend Western Europe against a possible 
Communist invasion? 

It is true the United States plans to 
send additional troops to Germany. France 
and Britain are planning to inerease their 
armed strength. But it is unlikely these 
efforts will result in the 35 divisions esti- 
mated necessary to check a Red offensive. 

As of now there are scarcely five 
trained and equipped divisions in all of 
Western Europe.. The French Air Force 
is pathetically weak. Britain's is by no 
means sufficient to cope with the thou- 
sands of planes Russia could put in the air. 
The Soviets could throw perhaps 175 divi- 
sions in the field immediately and as many 
as 300 divisions within 60 to 90 days. 

The increase in the German federal po- 
lice which Foreign Minister Bevin and 
Foreign Minister Schuman have agreed to 
at New York is pitiably inadequate. It is 
merely a token increase. It will not en- 
able West Germany to take part in a de- 
fense against invasion. 

France and Britain understandably are 
reluctant to see Germany again become a 
military power. That is especially true of 
the French. Three times within the mem- 
ory of some living Frenchmen the Ger- 
“mans have overrun Europe. 

But Sec. Acheson’s proposal that sev- 
eral German divisions be formed as part 
of a unified North Atlantic defense force 
carries with it safeguards against a resur- 


gence of German military ambitions. In-. 


deed, most authorities agree West Ger- 
many does not want an independent mili- 
tary force but readily would accept the 
opportunity to form armed units as part of 
an over-all defense of free Europe. 

Manpower is in short supply in all dem- 
ocratic Europe. Only West Germany has 
a surplus. The 40,000,000 Germans in the 
Western Zones form a manpower reservoir 
which could be drawn upon for several 
critically needed divisions of troops. 

At present, and for the foreseeable fu- 
ture, the threat of Communist aggression 
is infinitely greater than the threat of re- 
newed German strength. If there be any 
risk in rearming Germany uarder the Ache- 
son plan, it obviously is the lesser of the 
two. 

The need is troops. The hour grows late.

We have a sympathy for those con- 
cerned with the business of licensing— 
State, county and city. But, let us all 
understand that the liquor business must 
be controlled because of its very nature. 
It must not be given over to the under- 
world. 

So, we do suggest that family control, 
“fronts” who might represent others, and 
the various other problems of control, be 
investigated. 

The public is suspicious, and with rea- 
son. The fact the State Revenue Com- 
missioner has refused licenses otherwise 
granted; that protests of citizens groups 
are ignored; that some persons get more 
than one license and others none, are mat- 
ters calling for remedy. 

We believe in legal control—and we 
mean control. 
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The Milk Situation 
Doesn’t Make Sense 


Georgia's milk situation simply doesn’t 
make sense. 

Because of a seasonal shortage, the 
Milk Control Board has announced milk 
soon may be rationed in Atlanta, Savan- 
nah, Cedartown and Griffin. 

At the same time, Commissioner of 
Agriculture Tom Linder is making every 
effort to bar the sale of out-of-state milk 
in Georgia. Mr. Linder recently was told 
by a Federal Court he could not prohibit 
out-of-state milk from Georgia markets 
solely because it was not produced in the 
State. But on the heels of that decision 
the commissioner drafted a new set of 
rules for milk licenses which may have 
the effect he desires. 

The Milk Control Board says there is 
not enough milk to go around in Georgia. 

The commissioner of agriculture says 
none will be shipped into the State if he 
can prevent it. 

It is the consumer, as usual, who will 
suffer. 

Mr. Linder yesterday complained he 
has been unable to find out-of-state milk 
of Grade A quality which could be brought 
into Georgia to meet the shortage. Know- 
ing there are a great many excellent 
dairies in neighboring states, it strikes us 
as passing strange they are unable to pro- 
duce milk that comes up to Georgia stand- 
ards. We suspect the chief trouble comes 
from Mr. Linder’s propensity for frequent 
changing of the regulations, which has the 
effect of keeping this milk out because 
producers do not know from one day to 
the next what demands will be made of 
them. This milk from adjoining states has 
passed the tests in those states and also 
meets the U. S. standard of health. 


Even if, as Mr. Linder claims, there 
were no Grade A milk available, the short- 
age still could be solved readily. The 
State does not now permit Grade A pow- 
der and Grade A condensed milk to be 
sold. If this barrier were removed the 
demand for sweet milk would be eased 
and there would be plenty for all retail 
consumers. 


Georgia's milk shortage could be elimi- 
nated by exercise of a little common sense.

Truman Was Wise 


WASHINGTON—In view of the mounting 

criticism that had been aimed at Secretary of 

Defense Louis Johnson, President Truman is 

conceded to have followed the wisest course in letting him go, 

particularly since he was able to get a man of General George 
C. Marshall's stature as his successor. 


The effect of the change thus made in the cabinet should 
be to deprive the Republicans of an issue they were counting on 
making much use of in the current Congressional campaign. This 
might not have been true if the President had named a lesser 
man to the defense post than General Marshall, who commands 
the full confidence and respect of the American people. 
appointment of most anyone else, it seems, would have been to 
confirm the issue raised over Secretary Johnson. 


‘Greatest’ But General Marshall, because of the high esteem In 

which he is universally held, will tend to take the 
edge off any past deficiencies at the Pentagon, whether they have 
been fancied. or real. Described by many, including President 
Truman, as the greatest living American, he is the military genius 
who, as chief of staff, organized and put into execution the vast 
military effort which brought victory in the last World War. 


By virtue of his background and accemplishments no one is 
better equipped than he to head the Department of Defense. At 
a time like this, when we have one war on our hands and are 
threatened with another of greater consequences, the people will 
Zain assurance from the presence of General Marshall at the 
head of our vital defense works. 


Looking at events as they have transpired, it now seems 
entirely logical that the President should have acted as he did, 
though there were many who were surprised that he was willing 
to let Secretary Johnson go. The chief factor in this was that 
Mr. Truman had stated with some positiveness, not once but 
several times, that he had no intention of allowing the cabinet 
officer to resign. Moreover, it was felt that he would be playing 
into the hands of his critics by forcing Mr. Johnson’s resignation, 
inviting a live campaign issue of the charges made against the 
department head. if 


Mr. Truman usually plays the game a bit differently from 
that. His practice is to stand by members of his official family 
when they are under attack. For that reason, together with his 
own reiterated statements in the matter, it had been assumed by 
many that-he would not make any move to disturb the secretary 
of defense, at least until after the coming November elections, 
when the attacks would be expected to subside. 

In reversing his usual order of pro-

ad cedure as well as his own word 


about keeping Secretary Johnson, the President is believed to 
have been guided chiefly by the concern which has arisen in the 
country over the state of affairs at the Pentagon. The attacks on 
the secretary, whether groundless or not, had been persistent 
enough to raise doubts ig the minds of the people. The fact that 
most of the news out of Korea has been on the bad side was 
sufficient to make the public receptive to such attacks. 


The President must have felt that if the peaple were lacking 
in a proper degree of confidence in the management of our defense 
works, then it was up to him to make a change that would cor- 
rect the situation. His move was designed to do just that. Cer- 
tainly no one he could have named as Mr. Johnson’s successor 
would have been more calculated to restore public confidence in 
our military preparations than General Marshall, The record he 
achieved in the last war certifies that our defense system is in 
the ablest hands. 


Scehism There is talk of the President being prompted to let 

Secretary Johnson go because of some schism between 
him and Secretary of State Dean Acheson, who also has been 
under fire. Finding themselves unable to stop a resolution de- 
manding Johnson's ouster, some of his friends are accused of 
persuading the recent meeting of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
at Chicago to have Secretary Acheson included in the resolution. 
If such a thing happened, it was probably without Mr. Johnson’s 
knowledge or consent, and inspired by the thought that misery 
likes company. : 

But there is no evidence tf indicate that this was a major 
consideration with the President. The two cabinet officers may 
have had some differences over questions of foreign policy, but 
it ig yet to be shown that it was a matter of any serious moment. 

The President saw where Secretary Johnson's usefulness had 
been undermined by the attacks leveled on him and took steps 
to correct the situation. Mr. Johnson showed himself to be a good 
soldier in stepping down as gracefully as he did.

Rent Control 


The Editors: I occupy an efficiency apart- 
ment. I accepted the 15 percent increase imposed 
some time ago. A month ago, the owner of my 
apartment building petitioned for a 25 percent 
increase in rent for my apartment; the premise 
upon which this was predicated was not “inte- 
rior’ decorations but, rather, structural repairs 
made to the “exterior” of the building which, in 
no sense, could be construed as anything but 
preservation of the landlord's property, redound- 
ing only to his interest therein. An 18 percent 
increase was granted. Another specific instance, 
of which I have knowledge, is where the owner 
put a new roof on the building, a most necessary 
repairment, and, as a consequence, petitioned for 
a 30 percent increase in tenants’ rent. 

With such indiscriminate and prolific grant- 
ing of high percentage increases perhaps the 
fault lies in “individualism” within the so-called 
Rent Control office and not necessarily in the 
rent control statute which was originally inaugu- 
rated and is still in force—ostensibly against un- 
reasonable and unaffordable rents—but which, 
seemingly, is being negated by authorization al- 
lowances of that which there was intended to be 
“protection from.” 

Personally, I fail to see the relevancy or jus- 
tification of it; perhaps it is because I’m not fortu- 
nate enough to be in the above-$100-a-week sal- 
ary bracket. But, then, perhaps, too, ‘tis better 
to have some restraint than none at all.

The Editors: The plaintive, tender notes of 
the mourning dove are dear to the heart of ail 
who hear them. Yet if something is not done 
promptly, this gentle bird will soon be extinct as 
the passenger pigeon. Instead of being on the 
list of song birds, where it belongs, through the 
greed of men it has been put on the game list in 
a number of states. 

Recently, since the kudzu vine came into such 
large use in Georgia, the doves gather there 
from all the states in great numbers in Winter 
to feed on the pod and seeds of the kudzu and 
there they are mercifully slaughtered by sports- 
men, pot-hunters and small boys. Encouraged 
by the abundance of food, they often breed again 
there, and the parent birdssare shot, leaving the 
young to starve. 

Unlike the quail, which is very prolific and is 
bred in vast numbers for shooting, the dove lays 


but two eggs in the clutch, makes its own living, 
being a valuable eater of weed seeds, is much too 
easily shot and is in no way a proper object of 
Sport. 

Will the Georgia Conservation Department 
and the Federated Women’s Clubs not join this 
Winter in working for a law transferring the 
dove from the game to the song list? If the 
Federated Women’s Clubs would make this an 
immediate project, they could, with their gréat 
influence, obtain such a law not only in Georgia, 
but in every other state.

For that sort of work he does not reach 
for a bottle. He reaches deep into his soul 
for strength, and it comes from the depths 
of his being—Ilaid down there by ancestors 
who fought at Yorktown, at Shiloh, at Bel- 
leau Wood and Chateau Thierry. 


The soldier fresh from battle wants these 
things above all else in roughly this order: His 
mail from home. A long. long sieep. A bath. 
Clean clothes. A can of beer—to be drunk later, 
when rest and sieep and a clean body have 
soothed his nerves and made of him an indi- 
vidual again, instead of a rifle-toting automaton 
moving in a dream. 

In a muddy and sweat-stained notebook 
which I brought home from Korea I find the 
following quote from a captain of infantry, who 
spoke to me of how best to restore a battle- 
shattered outfit to fighting strength again. 

“When they come out of the lines,” he said, 
“they are stumbling tired and numb with the 
strain of battle. For two days, three days, maybe 
five days, their nerves have been strung as taut 
as piano wire. They can't relax all at once. It 
takes a while. The first day, you can't count 
on them for much of anything. They just lie 
around, resting, letting the fatigue seep out of

and he does not yearn for the stimulus of 


them. Then along toward the end of the day 
they begin to feel like men again. They wash 
and shave and put on something clean. And 
then they really sleep. A good sound sleep not 
troubled by nightmares. 

“About the second day you can begin to start 
getting them ready again. They clean their 
rifles and equipment and draw new gear for the 
gear they have lost. They begin to feel hunger, 
and start to bitch about the chow. They begin 
to talk and laugh and they can recall then what 
happened in battle and talk about it without 
emotion. So, if you can rest them for about 
three days, get some chow in them, and a can 
of beer a day, and get them cleaned up—then 
they are ready to go again. Their will to fight 
comes back.” 

That is what I have seen as I watched men 
come out of battle, and the beer ration is a part 
of the process of getting them back in shape 
again. It's no good when doled out too s6on, 
for a tired man does not feel any effects from 
it at all. When he's rested, it seems to reach 
down inside him and unravel the few last little 
knots of tension, of strain. 


It does not make him drunk.. The ration 
is one can per man per day when he’s in the 
rear areas. And it does seem to relax him 
a little, help him forget what he has just 
been through, or leok back upen it more 
calmly, and help him te contemplate the 
danger and the misery te come with more 
philesophical detachment. 


There'd be no mutiny in the ranks if the beer 
ration were cut off. There'd be a considerable 
amount of cussing and complaining. It would 
merely serve to convince the man at the front 
that the folks back home who author such fool 
restrictions don't know anything about what he 
is going through, or they wouldn't deny him one 
of the few small pleasures that he looks forward 
to when at last he turns his back on the sound 
of the guns and heads back to the rear for a rest.

When Is It a Smear? 


NEW YORK—aAlthough I am no authority on the politics of Miss Jean Muir, 
the television actress who was dropped from the “Henry Aldrich” show in conse- 
quence of certain protests to the sponsors, I note again in the impetuous defense 
of this lady the same carelessness, to say the best of it, that has been apparent in 
the Lattimore case. It is characteristic of all such cases including some in which 
the passage of time revealed that the victims of persecution were not as innocent 


as they had seemed. 


Not one of the clamorous defenders of Miss 
Muir's civil rights and liberties that I have read, 
and I believe I read most of the protests, even 
professed to have made a serious inquiry into 
the facts. That would cal] for an interview with 
Miss Muir and questions as to her political ac- 
tivities and predilections. It would call for in- 
gquiry into the actual character of any organiza- 
tions in which she might have been active or 
to which she had lent her name. Did she attend 
any political study classes? If so, which ones 
and what was taught in them by whom under 
what auspices? 


I insinuate nothing and this may be the 
gare case of a perfectly loyal American cit- 
izen set upon by hot-eyed vigilantes and 
cruelly deprived of her right to earn a living 
as an actress. But those who undertake to 
say that charges are groundless in a given 
case without a reasonable effort to learn 
whether they are true or false are as cuilty 
of snap judgment and prejudice as those who 
make the charges. 


How do they know they are false? Why do 
they often rely for effect on such terms as 
“McCarthyism” and “smear terror,” which are 
manufactured cliches of prejudicial tenor? They 
furiously resent resort to labels of equal force 
by the persons on the attack. “McCarthyism” in 
this sense is intended to be just as significant 
as “Red” or “Fellow Traveler” on the other 
hand. 

What is McCarthyism? Actuaily, it is the ef- 
fort of an honest, patriotic senator who served 
in the Marines to expose terrible treason in our 
State Department, and other departments, and 
to find out who stopped the Amerasia case. Mc- 
Carthy made certain charges against Owen Lat- 
timore. Lattimore dared him to drop his Con- 
gressional immunity so that he could be sued. 
Unquestionably, some members of Congress do 
notoriously abuse their constitutional immunity 
by inserting in the record false and defamatory 
matter so that it may be used with impunity 
against good citizens who have exposed them As 
scoundrels. But it is unfair.to ask a respectable 
member to expose himself to harassment by 
hundreds of pro-Communist lawyers and a long 
roster of organizations which would tie him up 
forever in lawsuits. He would never have an 
hour free again to continue his investigations of 
treason in the Government or to campaign for 
re-election. He would automatically pauperize 
himself for the rest of his life. 


Mr. McCarthy says that, nevertheless, he did 
agree to repeat his charges off the floor if Lat- 


timore, on his part, would ask President Truman 
to make public a portion of Lattimore’s file 
which had been withheld. He says Lattimore 
answered that condition with an excuse. At any 
rate, McCarthy went further than he need have 
in offering to waive his immunity on any con- 
dition. 

Alger Hiss could waive the statute of limita- 
tions in the alleged acts which appeared to un- 
derlie the perjury charge which was proven 
against him. As an officer of the court, being a 
lawyer, and as an ardent New Dealer and pro- 
tege of Felix Frankfurter, I think he should 
waive. But he has a legal right to invoke the 
statute and we are not free to infer anything 
unfavorable from that. Why, then, infer any- 
thing against McCarthy for claiming immunity? 
And who on that side of all such controversies, 
meaning the anti-anti-Communist side, has been 
heard to cry with equal fervor that Hiss, as well 
as McCarthy, should waive? 

A New York radio and television critic, en- 
joying the usual privilege of following an-un- 
declared political line and. disparaging op- 
ponents of Communism, wrote that the “charges” 
against Miss Muir “were culled from press clip- 
pings, from old letterheads, from unsubstantiated 
accusations at Congressional hearings. .. .” 


Here we may have an instance of the un- 
wisdom of permitting pundits te sound off 
in print who are not properly grounded in 
the practices and duties of reporters. The 
Hollywood and Broadway specialists, as a 
group, are notoriously ignorant of the first 
principles of truth, fact and responsibility 
and are credulous, te put it nicely, where 
they should be at least skeptical. 


Of course, press clippings and old letter- 
heads are used to prove associations and activi- 
ties of persons involved in the Red network. 
Any good reporter should know that. 

Guilt by association in this country is an old 
and respected principle of the jurispfudence. If 
you hang out in a low resort and are picked up 
as a low character that is your fault. A reporter 
of experience will recall loaded patrol wagons 
unloading after Saturday night raids. When it 
began to embarrass Communists and Fellow 
Travelers, guilt by association was rejected as .

Hemline Moves Up This Year, 
So Wear Rouge a Little Higher

That last did not get in by mistake. It just so happens, according to Jeannette Kraft, 
that you will be wearing your rouge higher this year than last. And why? 


“As the hemline goes,” said 
Miss Kraft by way of explana- 
tion, “so goes the makeup.” 

Consequently, she explained 
further, you will please move 
your rouge up a notch or so to 
correspond with your shorter 
hemline. 


Miss Kraft, who is a special 
representative for Jacqueline 
Cochran, is in Atlanta current- 
ly to speak of other changes also 
occurring on the beauty front. 

“Eyes will be shadowed for 
street wear this year,” she said. 
“Lipsticks and rouges will range 
from red to burnt orange and 
powder and powder foundations 
will be applied in softer tones.” 

Getting back to the rouge, 
however, Miss Kraft has a lit- 
tle formula that she claims is 
fool-proof, and is also very easy 
to remember. It is: 


“Apply your rouge high into 
the evyeline, never below the 
smile line, which is halfway the 
eyeline and all the way back 
into the hairlines and highlight 
it in the center (which means to 
blend it lighter here) to bring 
out the eye coloring.” 

Then you will use two shades 
of eyeshadow instead of one this 
season. For instance, brunettes 
will use brown shadow worked 
up into the browline and will 
wear a shade that corresponds 
to the color of her eyes across 
the lid itself. She will use blue 
shadow with brown eyes, blue 
with green and orchid with ha- 
zel. Blondes will use gray shad- 
ow for the browline, but will 
pick up the brunette formula 
from there out, except that their 
mascara will be green. To 
achieve this tone, she will mix 
black and brown together. 
(Don't ask us how you can get 
green out of black and brown, 
but Miss Kraft says it can be 
done.) 

Furthermore, to apply mas- 
cara, she will substitute skin 
lotion for water, run the brush 
twice across the cake and brush 
the mascara all the way out to 
the tip of her lashes. Then, just 
before it dries, close the flashes 


with the fingers to remove the
